blonde. "They were real sweet to me," 
she adds.

told reporters Sunday of sexual in- 
volvement with officers, not only in 
Memphis, but also in Arkansas and 
Missouri. 


"I'm not ashamed about nothing," 
she said. 


Police Director Jay W. Hubbard said 


hours of polygraph tests confirmed the 
young woman's allegations, "including 
some of the more serious ones." 


Asked how many officers she'd been 


involved with in Memphis after her 
arrival Sept. 1, she said, "I do not want 
to state it No offense." 


Wearing a metallic gold jump suit 


with a cowboy belt around the waist, 
Mrs. Tyler said. "I didn't want to get 
them in trouble." 


Police sources have said that up to 


200 officers on the 1,100-man force may 
be involved, but Hubbard has said he 
believes it is more like 20. 


Mrs. Tyler allowed reporters, minus 


cameras, and recorders, into her 
police-acquired motel suite, where 
officers said they had been questioning 
her for three days. She was flanked by 
a priest, two matrons and investigat- 
ors. She,said she is divorced and the 


mother of a 2-year-old daughter being 
cared for by her parents. 
Mrs. Tyler said police have nick- 


named her "Charlie," the name 
engraved on her leather belt. 


She voluntarily flew to Memphis at 


city expense from St. Charles, Mo., and 
was installed in the motel suite. 


Inspector H. H. Leatherwood, head 


of the Internal Affairs Bureau, said 
Mrs. Tyler gave names of officers and 
took lie detector tests after saying she 
wanted to to assist police in answering 
questions. 


Mrs. Tyler said she would like to get 


on a police department and work in the 
vice squad. "I bet I know more about 
it than a lot of people," she said. 


She declined to say whether she had 


sexual encounters in police stations, 
where Leatherwood said she sometimes 
was around at roll call. Mrs. Tyler 
responded to a question, "In squad 
cars? Some." 


She said she likes officers because 
"they are well trained, they know 
their work, they are good people." 


Her activities were not for money, 


she said, although it was her arrest 
Oct. 8 on a charge of soliciting that 
led to the investigation. At the time of 
a required medical examination, police 
said she was found to have gonorrhea 
and to have remarked to the vice squad 
that a lot of policemen must have it 
too. 
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2 men 
killed 
at Dale 


Two Menasha men, one the father of 


five children, were killed early Sunday 
in a single-car crash on U.S. 10, about 
one mile east of Dale. 


Dead are Douglas R. Hudson, 30, 476 


Nicolet Blvd., and Dale L. Dey, 18, 354 
Broad St. According to Outagamie 
County Coroner Bernard H. Kemps, 
both men were killed almost instantly 
after suffering severe head and chest 
injuries. 


Police said the two were riding east 


on 10 in Hudson's car, which was driven 
by Dey. Dey attempted to pass another 
eastbound vehicle, which was uniden- 
tified, and in doing so, lost control. 


The car skidded sideways for nearly 


120 feet before leaving the pavement 
and slamming into a tree. Both men 
were pinned in the wreckage, which was 
later cut away by Town of Grand Chute 
firemen. 


The deaths raised the county's record 


1973 traffic toll to 37, compared with 19 
on this date one year ago and 31 for the 
entire previous record year of 1968. 


Hudson, who was married and the 


father of five, was born in Neenah and 
was a longtime resident of the area. He 
was employed at John Strange Paper 
Co., Menasha, where he worked as a 
back tender on a paper machine. 
Funeral arrangements are pending at 
Laemmrich Funeral Home in Menasha. 


Dey was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 


Darwin D. Dey, route 3, Clintonville. He 
was a June graduate of Shawano High 
School and moved to the Twin Cities in 
July, where he had been working at 
Gilbert Paper Co. in Menasha. Funeral 
arrangements are pending at Karth- 
Kopitzke Funeral Home. Shawano.

Nixon focuses attention on 
crisis of his leadership 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) - 


President Nixon neared the end today 
of a busy weekend of decision-making 
that 'focused on Watergate and his 
precarious personal position, pending 
energy conservation proposals, and the 
search- for a Middle East peace. 


Wh'ile spokesmen said repeatedly 


that Nixon "has absolutely no intention 
of resigning," one source acknowl- 
edged that the small official party 
here, concentrated much of its weekend 
thinking on the leadership crisis that 
has prompted a rash of public 
suggestions that the President step 
down. " 


Of immediate concern was the 


problem of countering public skep- 
ticism about White House claims that 
no recordings were made of key Nixon 
conversations last year for which tapes 
had been subpoenaed. 


As demands that Nixon resign came 


from publications, and politicians, 
including Republican Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke of Massachusetts, a presi- 
dential spokesman said Nixon did 
not intent to quit. Brooke, speaking on 
ABC television's "Issues and Answers" 
program, was the first Republican 
senator to openly call for Nixon's 
resignation. 


He said he "reluctantly came to the 


conclusion" that Nixon must resign 
because there was "no question 
President Nixon has lost his effec- 
tiveness as a leader of this country, 
mainly because he has lost the con- 
fidence of the people of this country. 


"And I think therefore in the 


interests of this nation that he loves, 
that he should step down, should tender 
his resignation," Brooke said. 


Meanwhile, in its first editorial in its 


50-year history, Time magazine said in 
this week's issue that Nixon has 
"irredeemably lost ... his ability to 
govern effectively" and should resign. 


Across the nation, some newspapers 


editorialized for his resignation, while 
others continued to support Nixon. 
Among those calling for him to step 
down were The New York Times, and 
the Detroit News, Denver Post and 
Atlanta Journal, three newspapers that 
had supported Nixon in the past. 


With hearings on the phantom tapes 


due to resume Tuesday in Washington 
before U.S. District Court Judge John 
J. Sirica, Nixon's two principal legal 
advisers flew here late Saturday to 
discuss the situation. They were 
counsel Leonard Garment and special 
counsel J. Fred Buzhardt.

Kissinger on way to round of 
conferences in Arab capitals

Diplomatic maneuvering in the wake 


of the Arab-Israeli war shifted from 
Washington to the Middle East today 
as Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer flew off for a round of talks in 
Arab capitals. 


His trip, with a first stop tonight in 


Rabat, Morocco, follows warnings from 
Israel, Egypt and Syria that new 
fighting could break out unless negot- 
iations break the impasse over Arab 
demands for an Israeli pullback and 
Israeli 
demands for a 
prisoner 


exchange. 


Israeli Premier Golda Meir and 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy left Washington Sunday after 
meetings there with Kissinger and 
President Nixon aimed at resolving the 
stalemate and preventing any break- 
down of the fragile Middle East 
cease-fire. 


Following up on those talks, Kis- 


singer after 
Morocco is visiting 


Tunisian, Egyptian, Jordanian and 
Saudi Arabian leaders before heading 
on to Iran, Pakistan and China. 


An Egyptian official anticipating his 


visit to Cairo said today Arab oil 
nations will continue using their riches 
as • political weapon "until the United 
States adopts not a pro-Arab policy, but 
an even-handed one." 


"It will increase as time goes by," 


government spokesman Ahmed Anis 
toM newsmen in Cairo. 


The Egyptian military spokesman. 
Gen, IcMvHn MehMar. MM N Soviet 


observers have arrived in Egypt but 
have not yet joined the United Nations 
peacekeeping force patrolling the 
cease-fire lines along the Suez Canal. 
He said Egypt had no objection to 
American observers as well but none 
had arrived so far. 


Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban 


met with Romanian Premier Ion 
Maurer in Bucharest, the only Soviet 
bloc capital that maintains diplomatic 
relations with the Israelis. His visit

Romanians were following up on their 
offer to act as intermediaries between 
the Arabs and Israel.

Kuwait and announced a new cut in 
production of oil for countries friendly 
to Israel. They hedged by saying that 
countries friendly to the Arab cause 
would not be affected, and it was not 
immediately clear what cuts would be 
levied against which countries. 


The Israeli military

reported that Israeli and Egyptian 
troops enchanted small-arms fin* for 
about an how Sunday near Ismailta, 
m the central sector of the Suez Canal, 
and near Bw Teufie,, at the southern 


end of the canal. Otherwise the 
cease-fire lines were reported quiet. 


But Israeli Defense Minister Moshe 


Dayan said Egypt "definitely can be 
expected to renew fighting" along the 
canal front. Egypt warned again that 
it might resume the war unless Israel 
complied with the Security Council 
resolution calling for a return to the 
Oct. 22 lines. Syria declared that 
fighting will resume unless Israel 
withdraws from all occupied territories 
and "restores the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people." 


An Israeli communique said Israel 


and Egypt had agreed to exchange 44 
wounded Israeli prisoners of war for 
more than 400 wounded Egyptians "but 
the Egyptians continue to delay the 
implementation of the agreement." It 
said only one wounded Israeli had been 
returned. 


However, Egypt's top military 


spokesman. Gen. Izzedin Mukhtar, told 
a news conference in Cairo that Egypt 
handed over "a number" of wounded 
Israelis to the International Red Cross. 
He said Israel had failed to live up to 
the agreement. 


The U.S. Air Force delivered 70 


Finns from Helsinki to Cairo Sunday 
for the U.N. peacekeeping force along 
the Suez Canal, and U.S. planes were 
scheduled to take in 134 Irish soldiers 
today and Tuesday. Soviet planes were 
reported flying another 300 Finns to 
Cairo today or Tuesday, which would 
swell the force to about 1,900 men. A 
total of 7,OM are expected.

issued the callup at about 3 a.m. at 
the request of Milwaukee Mayor Henry 
Maier. 


The governor's news secretary, Jeff 


Smoller, said about 400-450 guardsmen 
based in Milwaukee would perform 
duties not being performed by firemen. 


The Wisconsin National Guard in- 


formation officer, Donald Erickson, 
said that 346 men were mobilized by 
9 a.m., and 180 of them were on duty 
at 180 stations. He said the guardsmen 
would work rotating 12 hour shifts 
assisting the fire personnel in any way 
except entering burning buildings. 


The number of firefighters who were 


absent with what was described as the 
"red flu" were estimated at about 40 
per cent of the scheduled work force 
today, about the same number as were 
missing Sunday. 


Circuit Court Judge Robert Curley 


issued a temporary restraining order 
early today against the 1,000-member 
firefighters union, and a showcause 
hearing got underway later in the day. 


Firemen, whose contract expired 


Saturday, had said they would refuse 
to report to work in hope of coaxing 
a contract from the bargaining table, 
where state mediators have stepped in. 


William Carey, an aide to the mayor, 


said Fire Chief 
William Stamm 


reported several firemen who refused 
to work had been suspended, and that 
"a state of emergency existed in the 
city due to generalized walkouts. 


Stamm himself was among depart- 


ment brass reported to be manning fire 
trucks, answering fire calls on what 
officials called an otherwise routine 
day.. 


William Drew, Common Council 


president, said Stamm had assured 
City Hall that "we are operational. All 
stations and equipment are being 
manned."

Court refuses 
rights appeal 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court today refused to hear a plea from 
advocates of women's rights who want 
"men only" policies outlawed in public 
accommodations such as restaurants, 
grills and the like. 
' The -American -Civil Liberties Union 
urged the high court to overturn a 
decision by the U.S. Circuit Court in 
New Orleans. 


A panel of the circuit court ruled that 


a liquor license held by a men-only 
hotel grill was not sufficient state 
involvement 
to invoke the 14th 


Amendment's prohibition of state ac- 
tion to deny equal protection of the 
laws to its citizens. 


In other action today, the court: 
-Agreed to decide whether states can 


limit the deduction welfare recipients 
take for work-related expenses in 
computing welfare benefits to a stan- 
dardized sum. 


-Refused to interfere with the 


court-ordered desegregation of public 
schools in Prince Georges County, Md. 


-Ruled that simply voicing a 


nonprovocative objection to a ques- 
tionable arrest is not a crime. The 
ruling came as the court reversed the 
conviction of a Cincinnati man charged 
with disorderly conduct after being 
stopped by police on Christmas night, 
1971. 


-Reversed a lower court ruling 


freeing two convicts imprisoned under 
a Florida sodomy law which the 
Florida Supreme Court had ruled 
unconstitutional. 


-Agreed to review a lower court 


decision permitting tax deductions for 
depreciation of equipment used by 
companies in doing their own con- 
struction work. 


The justices let the jwblic: ac- 
commodations decision stand "over the 
objections of Justice William 
0. 


Douglas. 


The suit began when Ms. Debra 


Millenson, a title she prefers, at- 
tempted in 1972 to be served at the 
Men's Grill of the Monteleone Hotel in 
New Orleans. 


Ms. Millenson, now an attorney with 


the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission, and her party were 
denied service. 


"Summary exclusion of women, 


never of men, from places of public 
accommodation has been an accepted 
practice in restaurant and bar es- 
tablishments across the country," the 
ACLU brief argued. 


Opponents of the practice argue that 


such policies, given the status of the 
business meal, work to bar women 
from 
business opportunities and 


professional interchanges. 


The circuit judges based 
their 


decision on a ruling last term by the 
Supreme Court that found no bar to a 
policy of racial discrimination in a 
private club that had a state liquor 
license. 


The ACLU urged the Supreme Court 


to consider the case in order to fix the 
distinction between private and public 
accommodations.

States and the Netherlands. Since cuts 
in Arab oil production have reached 
more than four million barrels a day, 
or 20 per cent of the September 
production, it appeared that the new 
November cut actually would come to 
only five per cent, or one million

In Brussels, the nine Common 


Market countries begin two days of 
top-level talks today on the fuel crisis. 
The market's Council of Ministers will 
try to work out a scheme of sharing 
the available oil without provoking 
further Arab reprisals. 


The Common Market nations import 


more than 80 per cent of their oil from 
the Middle East. The flow has been 
reduced about 15 per cent. 


The Arabs have placed a severe 


strain on the solidarity of the European 
Economic Community by the embargo 
against the Netherlands. The Dutch 
import large quantities of Arab oil to 
Rotterdam for processing and ship- 
ment to West Germany and Belgium. 
But Britain and France, after years of 
cultivating good relations with the 
Arabs, are reluctant to risk sharing oil 
and fear that any diversion of oil to 
the Netherlands will result in ret- 
aliation. 


The Arab boycott has deprived the 


Netherlands of about 71 per cent of its 
oil imports. One austerity measure 
enacted is a ban on Sunday driving, 
which is. expected to cut gasoline use 
by 19 per cent and total petroleum use 
by three per cent.

In another development, the Philip-

Lucey getting pressure on 
abortion bill signature 


MADISON, Wis. (AP)-There is 


something 
less 
than 
unanimous 


enchantment over two doctor-related 
bills waiting the signature of Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey. 


One of the bills was designed to calm 


antiabortion forces angered by the U.S. 
Supreme Court's legalization of the 
operation. 


The bill allows doctors, hospitals and 


hospital workers to refuse to take part 
in abortions or sterilizations. 


The other bill calls for a new 


program to train and certify physician 
assistants, a new type of health worker 
who advocates hope will help solve the 
•shortage of medical care. 


The abortion bill has drawn the most 


response since the legislature approved 
both measures last month. 


Lucey's office reports it had received 


95 letters on the abortion proposal, 38 
of them urging that the governor sign 
the bill, 57 urging that he veto it. 


Among the veto letters is one signed 


by 27 Dane County doctors. 


Lucey aides said about 30 per cent 


of the letters urging that the bill be 
signed into law came from Roman 
Catholic priests and nuns. 


"It is unconstitutional," Ann Gaylor 


of Zero Population Growth said about 
the bill. 


"There are cases in Minnesota, 


Massachusetts 
and 
Montana 


where hospitals have been ordered to 
perform sterilizations and abortions," 
she said. 


"I think the governor is a reasonable 


man, 
and regardless of how he feels 


about abortion, he can veto this on the 
basis of its unconstitutional," Mrs. 
Gaylor added.

The Wisconsin Hospial Association 


said it favors the bill. 
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"If I were to hazard a guess, I would 


say that better than 50 per cent of (the 
members) would opt not to perform 
abortions," 
association 
President 


Warren Von Ehren said. 


There are 147 general hospitals and 


a maternity hospital in the state, Von 
Ehren said. 


"If you had a woman who came into 


the hospital suffering from a self-in- 
duced abortion, I do not know any 
hospital that would not take care of 
her," he said. 


Mrs. Gaylor eaid the most ominous 


aspect of the bill is the possibility that 
hospitals would refuse to perform 
sterilizations. 


Although women can seek abortions 


in doctors' offices and clinics, they can 
obtain sterilizations only in hospitals, 
she said. 


"There is not a place in the midwest 


where a woman can go for a 
sterilization except to a hospital 
facility," she said. 


Mrs. Gaylor called the bill "another 


product of a maledominated legislat- 
ure." 


"Men do not need abortions. It is 


only men who can have sterilizations 
performed in a doctor's office. Women 
must have the operations in hospitals," 
she said. 


She also differed with Von Ehren's 


assurance that no hospital would turn 
away a woman when an abortion would 
save her life. 


"You could come to the door and be 


dying, and legally they could turn you 
away," she said. 


As for the physician assistants bill, 


doctors and hospitals say they will take 
a wait-andsee attitude on whether the 
bill would be good or bad for health 
care. Earl Thayer, executive secretary 
of the Medical Society of Wisconsin, 
said the bill would end up giving 
doctors less power than they have to 
delegate work to aides. 


"The body of law has already been 


established that allows a doctor to 
delegate jobs to persons he believes are 
properly qualified and for whom he 
takes responsibility," Thayer said. 


The bill gives the state Medical 


Examining Board authority to adopt 
practice standards for new certified 
assistants. 


The standards may prohibit doctors' 


helpers from doing as much as they 
can now, Thayer said. 


Von Ehren said the bill could pose 


problems for hospitals. 


He said several questions about the 


responsibilities of physicians' assis- 
tants would have to be answered, such 
as whether the helper has authority to 
issue hospital orders on treatment and 
medication.

AH of the evidence is in. All of the 


clues are in clear sight. Can you detect 
the crime? 


South was, of course, the criminal. He 


should have made his contract. 


The crime occurred at the very first 


tnck. South should not ruff the king of 
hearts. Instead, he should discard a 
diamond! 


SOUTH RUFFS ACE 


West continued with the ace of hearts, 


and this time South ruffs. He draws one 
round of trumps and takes the ace and 
king of diamonds. 


Now he can lead the nine of diamonds 


from dummy. If East plays low, South 
discards a club. If East plays the queen 
of diamonds, South ruffs and leads a 
trump to dummy to discard a club on the 
last diamond. 


This gives the opponents one heart 


and two clubs instead of one diamond 
and three clubs. 


South doesn't care if West has the 


queen of diamonds. In that case, West 
will win a diamond trick, but South will 
discard one club on that trick and o§e 
club later on when he gets to dummy to 
lead the last diamond. West cannot 
switch to clubs without giving South a 
trick with the king. 


DAILY QUESTION

Mixing drugs can be dangerous 


Taking several prescription drugs at 


the tame time, or combining prescrip- 
tion drugs 
with over-the-counter 


remedies can cause serious side effects 
and drug interactions, according to 
Monte Cohon, drug 
information 


specialist at the University of Wisconsin 
Hospitals and pharmacy professor. 


"Each year 1.5 million people are 


admitted to hospitals because of drug 
interactions," he said. "The number of 
people receiving out-patient treatment 
is even larger." 


For consumer safety, Cohon suggest- 


ed a general rule. 


"Don't take drugs for more than one 


condition at a time unless your doctor or 
pharmacist gives their OK. 


"If you are taking a prescription drug 


for an existing illness or condition and 
add an over-the-counter drug, like a 
cough or cold remedy, you risk making 
the original condition worse." 


Warned the specialist, "many of the 


medications prescribed for heart trou- 
ble, gout, urinary infections and high 
blood pressure are not compatible with 
some over-the-counter drugs. In some 
cases it can cause antagonism of the 
prescription drug. 


"Aspirin, especially in large doses, 


can cause dangerous reactions when 
mixed with prescription drugs. Arthri- 
tis patients, who often take large 
amounts of aspirin, should use caution," 
he said. 


Alcohol is a drug, too. Even small 


amounts of alcohol, when mixed with 
some prescription drugs — such as an 
oral anti-diabetic medication, can cause 
complications. These medications con- 
tain the same drug given to alcoholics to 
discourage drinking. When combined 
with any amount of liquor, these drugs 
may produce a violent reaction. 
"Since a number of prescription 


drugs contain this property, make sure 
you ask your doctor or pharmacist if it's 
all right to have a drink while on 
medication." 


Noted Cohon, two prescription drugs, 


if taken at the same time for different 
ailments, can cause problems. Because 
we sometimes see different doctors for 
different ailments, it's possible to end 
up with prescriptions for drugs that do 
not go together. 


"If you do see more than one doctor, 


be sure each one knows about the other 
drugs you are taking-wither over-the 
counter or prescription drugs. 


"Also bring your medications with 


you when you enter the hospital." 


Before starting any new medicine, 


especially if it's an over-the-counter 
drug, check with a pharmacist, Cohon 
said. "Your regular pharmacist will 
have your patient profile card listing all 
the medications you have been taking 
and any allergies you have. 
"Pharmacists use this information to 


tell you which over-the-counter drugs 
you can safely take and which will be'the 
most effective. They can tell you how 
and when to take the drugs for the most 
benefit and toast side effects. 


"Do not hesitate to ask a pharmacist 


for advice."

Chores for Toddlers 


If you want your child to help out with 


household chores, you've got to start 
early. It's too late to wait til your child 
is 10 or more to help you around the 
house. Unless you lay the foundation for 
cooperation early, you'll have a battle on 
your hands. Teen-agers have dates, 
home work, and other preoccupations 
that seem more important to them than 
helping with the dishes. But if you have 
encouraged your toddler to work by your 
side, you will have created a climate of 
cooperation that may last into teens. 
You can then insist on a child working at 
what you earlier let him do in play. 


Encourage your boy or girl toddler to 


help you in make-believe play. Give him 
a cloth and assign a special chair or 
table that he can reach. Then let him 
dust it all by himself. Don't go over it, 
even if he does it badly. Show him 
portions he's missed. He'll learn if you 
let him. Praise him for what he did. 
He'll then want to do it daily. Tell 
Daddy, when he comes home, what a big 
help your toddler was during the day. 


Toy brooms and carpet sweepers will 


let your tot follow you around the house, 
imitating you. Putting things away, 
arranging bottom drawers and low 
shelves in cupboards in which you store 
uuuieakables and laundry, and any 
other safe chores will give your child a 


sense of participation and accomplish- 
ment at a time when he needs it most. 
He'll learn to be tidy, and he'll get used 
to doing things with and for you. Let 
your tot help Dad as well. Encourage 
him to hold Dad's hammer and hand it 
to him. He'll feel a part of the adult 
world. 


It may seem easier at first to shoo 


your child off to toys or plunk him down 
before the TV set while you do your 
work in peace. But your toddler's imi- 
tation and sharing of your "work" is an 
important part of play. He learns best by' 
doing, rather than by watching. You can 
teach him to coordinate, be more adept 
and less clumsy if you let him share 
your chores. He wants to be like his 
mother and father. Give him a chance to 
try. He'll also play better by himself 
because he has new experiences that he 
can later act out by himself. 


Sharing chores at home is a habit that 


will stay with your child in teens and 
adult years. And if you show your child 
appreciation for the things he helps you 
do, he'll value more what you do for 
him.

Are sweeteners harmful? 


Legislation concerning low calorie 


sweeteners doesn't consider problems of 
the diabetic and the overweight, says 
E.M. Foster, director, Food Research 
Institute at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. 


The Food and Drug Administration 


(FDA) 
banned cyclamates because 


researchers found the sweetener caused 
cancer in rats. However, the rat's diet 
had to contain five per cent or more 
cyclamate before cancer was observed. 
- Consequently, noted Foster, for 
humans to consume an equivalent 
amount cf cyclamate, they would have 
to consume between 140 and 550 12-ounce 
bottles cf cyclamate -sweetened soft 
drink per day. The fact that no harm has 
ever been observed from cyclamates 
was not considered in making the 
decision, the director contends. 


Cyclamates were banned on the basis 


of tests run with a mixture of 
cyclamates and another low calorie 
sweetener, 
saccharine, 
Foster 


explained. Recent tests with pure 
cyclamates show no evidence of cancer

Small-store owners say it'll put some 


of them out of business but not 
eliminate what "city hall" says is a 
traffic problem. 


"They're just picking on the small 


businessman," said one of them. 


The businesses lie along Richmond 


Street, between College Avenue and 
Atlantic, where City Traffic Engineer 
Albert Letzkus says all on-street 
parking should be eliminated in the 
interests 
of 
traffic 
safety 
and 


movement. 


He backs his proposal with data 


showing that nearly 40 per cent of the 
113 mid-block auto accidents there 
since January, 1968, "might have been 
prevented" 
had 
parking 
been 
prohibited. 


The store owners don't see it that 


way, and they've gathered 1,664 sig- 
natures on petitions opposed to the 
parking ban. The proposal is currently 
before the City Council's public safety 
committee. 


Melvin Rother, owner of Baskin- 


Robbins Ice Cream Store, 207 N. 
Richmond, and a leader in the petition 
drive, 'said up to seven of the 16 
businesses along the 
seven-block 


stretch who now lack any off-street 
parking could be put out of business if 
the proposal is approved. 


"We would have to move," Rother 


said of his own business. "It would 
wipe us out." 


Several other owners said the same. 


Many complained that cutting Rich- 
mond Street parking would force cus- 
tomers to park along other streets, 
something they won't want to do for 
long.

"It's totally erroneous to say that 


this will put them out of business, I 
believe," said the traffic engineer, who 
has urged the store operators in the 200 
block of Richmond, who already have 
16 spaces of off-street parking in front, 
of their stores, to arrange for more of 
it on the vacant property behind their 
establishments. 


The proposal, which has already 


been approved by the public safety 
committee but was referred back 
at 


the last City Council session because of 
the protests from store owners, would 
eliminate one-hour parking on the east 
side of Richmond between College and 
Washington and two-hour parking on 
both sides of Richmond between 
Washington and Atlantic. 


Letzkus says the elimination of 


parking there is a necessity because of 
the heavy traffic loads and frequent 
turning in the commercial district. 
When the College-Richmond intersec- 
tion is reconstructed, proposed for next 
year, the need to smooth the flow from 
Atlantic to College will be even 
greater, he said. 


Store owners claim there is no traffic 


problem and that creation of a four- 
lane stretch between Atlantic and 
College will worsen already congested

Avenue 
and 


Memorial Drive north of the bridge. 


"I've just about given up," said John 


Felton, owner of Valley Glass Co. "I 
don't think they want the small 
businessman in Appleton." 


Felton, like all the other businesses 


along that stretch of Richmond, 
gathered the 1,664 signatures from 
customers who don't want the change 
to occur. 


"I think I'd have to start looking for 


another place if this goes through," 
said Paul Gertz, owner of the Rich- 
mond Cafe, 546 N. Richmond. 


"It'll put me out of business, unless 


I can move," said Joseph Phelps, 
owner of Progress Printing Co., 204 N. 
Richmond. "But I can't afford to 
move." 


What "burns" Edward O. Thomas, 


owner of Abbey Carpet, 211 N. Rich- 
mond, is that the businessmen weren't 
notified of the proposed change. If it 
hadn't been referred back, he said, the 
change would have been made without 
the businessmen getting a chance to 
voice their concerns. 


Thomas said a "fairly decent base of 


business 
along this area" will suffer 


if the change occurs. 


David Thiel says the change would 


not force him to close his insurance 
business at the corner of Atlantic and 
Richmond, but "it'll really be a 
hardship" for his customers. 


Trees termed hazard to traffic

The weekend deaths of two Menasha men whose 


car was wrapped around one of the row of trees 
located just off U.S. 10 a mile east of Dale will bring 
a renewed effort to have the trees removed as traffic 
hazards. 


The tree the car carrying the two victims struck 


was only seven feet, five inches from the edge of the 
pavement. County traffic authorities said the whole 
line of trees are approximately that distance from 
the pavement. 


The property owner and other conservationists 


previously have successfully fought off efforts to cut 
down the trees nearest the highway, but Charles 
Ryan, state Division of Highways district 3 engineer, 
Green Bay, said he would again attempt to have 
them removed if a review showed they were hazar- 
dous. 


Clarence Brownson, Outagamie highway commis- 


sioner, said he attempted to remove them a year 
ago, but opposition prevented it. He noted that 
highway construction rules today dictate at least a 
30-foot clearance of hazardous objects, such as trees. 


The promised investigation by the state was 


stimulated by State Rep. Tobias Roth, R-Appleton, 
who in recent months has complained about the 
hazards of U.S. 10 from Appleton to Fremont and 
pushed for a state commitment to list the stretch 
among its upcoming reconstruction priorities. 


Roth said he was assured by Ryan this morning 


that the division would urge Gov. Patrick J. Lucey 
to include that road in his prioirity listing, increas- 
ing its chances for quicker improvement. He said it 
then would be up to the legislature to provide 
funding for the improvement, which, he said, would 
be a four-lane road, possibly relocated to a route 
north of the present 10. 


Outagamie and state highway authorities agree 


that the stretch of 10 from Appleton to Fremont is 
unsatisfactory for present traffic counts (probably 
over 4,400 vehicles per day) and should be upgraded. 
Ryan said he told Roth he would aim at a 1980 date 
for completion of the new roadway. 


He expressed concern about trees being only 


about seven feet from the roadway. To cut trees when 
the owner objects, he said, the division must con- 
vince the state highway commission that the safety 
factor overrides the private individual's rights. 


The state also is concerned about the width and the 


lack of adequate shoulder. U.S. 10 at the site of the 
double fatality is about 22 feet wide with about 66 
feet of total right-of-way space. Brownson said state 
highways generally have over 100 and up to 150 feet 
of right-of-way. 


He said the nearby trees also concerned the county 


highway department because they tended to shade 
the road and K'-ioer the melting of ice on the 
roadway. 


Despite the growing concern for safety on the 


stretch of 10 west of the city (which includes about 
15 miles in Outagamie), Coroner Bernard Kemps 
said there have been only five fatalities there since 
1968. Of these, one was a child who darted into the 
path of a car and another involved a red-light 
violation at 10 and U.S. 45. 


The other three were this year, including a man 


who lost control of his car last February and struck 
a tree just west of Dale off 10. 


Kemps and Lt. Robert Keating, of the county 


traffic section, agreed that 10 was not the safest 
highway, but they pointed out that other roads in the 
county had higher accident and death rates, and that 
high speed and alcohol generally were among the 
biggest factors in fatalities. 


In the double fatality Sunday, witnesses said the 


victims' vehicle was traveling at a high rate of speed 
and seemed to go out of control after it had passed 
another car. A third vehicle was forced to the 
shoulder by the victims' vehicle. 


Brownson said one temporary answer might be to 


lower the speed limit on the road from 65 daytime to 
perhaps 55 miles per hour. He was critica! of the 
quality of today's drivers. 


The stretch of 10 west of Appleton to Fremont was 


built about 1920 and is not adequate to handle today's 
vehicles and today's speeds, he said. 


But, 
Brownson said, efforts to take safety 


measures, such as cutting trees or speed limits, 
meet strong opposition.

9-year-old girl's death. 


County Coroner Frank Decker said a 


preliminary examination of the body 
indicated suffocation was a possible 
cause of death. He said it appeared 
Lisa had been killed Thursday. 


There were no marks of violence on 


the body, according to Cearns. He said 
the girl had been sexually molested. 


Lisa was reported missing Wednes- 


day night, Halloween, when she failed to 
return to her Fond du Lac home after 
going trick-or-treating in her neigh- 
borhood. 


A three-day search by thousands of 


volunteers and police ended Saturday 
afternoon when Gerald Braun was re- 
turning home from his farm fields and 
discovered two plastic bags lying in 
brush along a town road near the com- 
munity of Peebles. 


The girl's body was in one bag and 


her clothing in the other.

One week from tonight, Outagamie 


County residents will have an oppor- 
tunity to voice their opimions on the 
proposed 1974 county budget. 


Few people are expected to show up 


to register 
either 
approval 
or 


disapproval of the spending proposals, 
partly because there will be a tax 
reduction this year and partly because 
a 
budget 
can be confusing and 


complicated. 


Outagamie County's 1974 proposed 


budget, for example, is some 300 pages 
long and covers about 170 individual 
spending categories. However, those 
170 items are grouped 
under 15 


broader classifications. They are: 


General government, protection of 


persons and property, health, highway 
and other transportation, education, 
recreation, charities and corrections, 
categorical aids, veterans relief, men- 
tally ill, penal, sundry, debt service, 
conservation and development, and 
unclassified. 


Those 15 groups of expenditure ca- 


tegories at the moment total $14.3 
million. To offset those costs, the 
county expects revenues of $9 million. 
This revenue is made up of fees 
collected by the various departments, 
state shared taxes and state and 
federal aids applied directly to certain 
costs. This leaves $5.3 million to be 
directly paid by property owners in 
Outagamie County. 


This works out to $4.40 for each 


$1,000 of equalized valuation in the 
county. When you get your tax bill 
from your city or town, that $4.40 will 
have been translated into the local 
government's assessment ratio. For 
instance, if the local assessment ratio 
is 50 per cent, the county rate would 
translate into $8.80 on your local tax 
bill. 


One of the more confusing clas- 


sifications of spending is highway and 
other transportation!. Eight of the nine 
budgets within that 
classification 


relate to the highway department. The 
ninth is for the airport. 


The budget summary for that clas- 


sification will show total proposed ex- 
penditures of $1,050,721, with $941,880 
of that for highways. 


However, that total for the highway 


portion is only that amount to be 
raised by local taxes. Not shown is the 
total to be spent by the department 
which is offset by revenues. 


The total amount expected to be 


spent is $2.66 million. This is about 
$100,000 less than for this year. 


The breakdown is $89,430 for adminis- 


tration, up $7,400; county highway con- 
struction, $420,000, down $2,000; county 
highway paving, $263,350, up $74,000; 
winter maintenance, $206,900, down 
$59,000; county trunk maintenance, 
$466,349, up $31,500; and county bridge 
aid, $60,475, down $24,500. The 1974 
budget also contains $22,000 for a 
county trunk bridge amd $5,000 for 
capita] outlay at the Black Creek 
garage. 


There are two other items contained 


in the highway budget on a fiscal year 
basis: Work on state highways and 
work done for towns and villages. The 
figures 
for 
those 
two categories 


represent the actual amount of work 
done the previous fiscal year ending on 
June 30. 


For state highway work, the amount 


done for the year ending June 30, 1973, 
was $429,154, about $78,000 less than 
the previous year. For the same 
period, work done for towns and 
villages was $633,072, a drop of 
$193,000. The decreases in both 
categories reflect poor weather condi- 
tions this past spring that held up 
much of the road work. 


The expenses in these last two 


categories, along with the county trunk 
maintenance category, are completely 
offset by revenue. In the case of the 
state and town road work, the county 
simply bills the unit of government for 
the work done. On maintenance, the 
amount spent represents the amount 
received from the state aid allotment. 


Projects proposed for 1974 include 


construction of County Trunk CE from 
State 55 to County Trunk Q, 1.5 miles, 
$100,000; County Trunk TT from Hor- 
tonville to U.S. 10, 4.35 miles, $240,000; 
traffic signals at intersections of 
County Trunk OO with county trunks 
A, E and N, $45,000, and reconstruction 
of intersection of County Trunk OO and 
Oneida Street with a signal, $35,000.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The chairman 


of the Senate Rules Committee says he 
plans to ask Vice President-designate 
Gerald R. Ford to make his entire 
financial statement public. 


However, Sen. Howard M. Cannon, 


D-Nev., said in an interview he would 
not ask Ford to make his income tax 
returns public when the Michigan 
Republican resumes testimony today 
before the Rules Committee. 


Cannon said on CBS' "Face the 


Nation" Sunday that Ford's initial 
testimony last Thursday had cleared 
up "a lot of" the questions raised in 
the 1,700-page raw FBI report given the 
panel. He said he planned to raise 
other matters today. 


Cannon also predicted his committee 


would end the hearings within two 
weeks and report to the Senate a short 
time later. 


But, he said, his constituents have 


been urging a delay in the confirmation 
"because they believe Mr. Nixon is 
likely to resign and they don't want to 
see him have the opportunity to appoint 
his own replacement."

Donald Fraser, DMinn., 
chairman of the liberal Americans for 
Democratic Action, was believed to 
oppose Ford. 


On Wednesday, the panel 
has 


scheduled a closed session to question 
Robert Winter-Berger, a former lob- 
byist and author of "The Washington 
Pay-Off" who has made charges 
against Ford that Cannon said other 
witnesses have refuted. 


It also plans to question Dr. Arnold 


Hutschnecker, a New York psychiat- 
rist. Ford denied Thursday he had ever 
been treated by Dr.; Hutschnecker, 
although he said he had visited his 
office once. 


One likely subject at today's hearing 


was the 1970 effort by Ford to start 
impeachment proceedings against 
Supreme Court Justice William O.

WASHINGTON (AP) - John Citizen 


of Someplace, U.S.A., may lose a job, 
a loan or a barber's license if the zeal 
for national computerized crime 
records grows unchecked, a federal 
crime commission said today. 


The National Advisory Commission 


on Criminal Justice Standards and 
Goals urged criminal-justice agencies 
at all levels to enact regulations prot- 
ecting,individual privacy by restricting 
the collection and distribution of 
criminal history records. 


The risk of unwarranted encroach- 


ment on individual privacy also existed 
in the days of paper records, but it was 
diminished by the very sloppiness of 
the system, the commission said. 


The 286-page report was prepared by 


a task force headed by Col. John R. 
Plants, director of the Michigan State 
Police. The report is one of a series 
prepared during a two-year study 
financed by a $1.75-million grant from 
the federal Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration. 


The commission said the computer 


system has not substantially changed 
the kinds of information collected by 
criminal justice agencies, but it has 
provided instant access nationwide, 
compounding the risk of unwarranted 
encroachments on individual privacy. 


In addition, the commission said, 


many persons tend to view the com- 
puter as infallible though it "can make 
errors, even monstrous ones." It also 
warned against "a growing tendency 
to gather more and more data ... to 
seek new uses for the data." 


The report encouraged the com- 


pilation of more accurate crime stat- 


istics to facilitate a coordinated and 
intelligent attack on crime. 


Law-enforcement agencies have a 


firm right to data on an individual's 
arrest, trial, conviction and sentencing, 
the commission said. But it continued: 


"Arrests that do not lead to con- 


victions, detentions resulting from 
dragnet activities, permanent records 
of juvenile misbehavior, and the con- 
tents of increasingly bulky intelligence 
files — the dissemination of these 
materials does represent a potentially 
serious infringement on the right of 
privacy."

Packers had fallen victim to total and 
humiliating collapse, then paid the

But visions of a return to respec- 


tability evaporated almost immediately 
during a third quarter nightmare, 
which saw the Baars score with ease 
on their first two second half posses- 
sions and roll from there to a comfor- 
table 31-17 victory. 


Devine. lost in unhappy reflection for 


the moment, was asked if he could 
name a turning point. 


He bleakly shook his head, then 


replied in a low voice, "Our inability to 
stop them and to move the football 
ourselves in the second half, that was 
the turning point." 


Abe Gibron, the Bears' mountainous 


head man, put it another way but just 
as succinctly. "Our offensive and 
defensive lines controlled the line of 
scrimmage.

said sadly, partially turning his head to 
survey the scene. "A lot of guys are

a Lane, understandably bewildered by 
"what has befallen the Packers in the 


last three weeks, was less certain about 
, what had wrought this latest calamity, 
; which had come without warning after 
they had taken a 17-10 lead into the 
intermission. 


Working good 


"We came in here at halftime," he 


said, "and we say, 'Things are working 
good.' And they were working good, in 
the first half. I don't know what the 
Bears did in the second half, but they 
'stopped us." 


Strong safety Alvjn Matthews was 


equally nonplussed. "It looked like Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, didn't it?" he 
said. "We came out roaring the first half 
like we were going to blow 'em off the 
field. 


"I'm not sure, just what happened to 


us in the second half. But the series 
right after the intermission is just as 
significant as the first series of the 
game. What you do there more or less 
dictates the tempo of the game from 
that point on. I think the Bears gained 
momentum after that scoring drive 


' with our second half kickoff. 


"But that shouldn't have made the 


'. whole difference. We had 91 yards on 
: offense in the first half, and I thought 
* we were ready to play." 


Matthews' fellow safety, Jim Hill, 


. saw it in a slightly different light. 


Running option 


"The Bears did a good job of running 


the option in the second half," he said. 
"They scored the first two times they 
had the ball. We missed some tackles 
,and that never helps, of course. 


"But you've got to give Bobby 


Douglas credit. He did a good job of 


I running the option." 


Addressing himself to the total pic- 


'. ture, Hill added, "I thought we were 
, coming out of it today. But it seems, 


defensively, that if we have one real bad 
series, it always leads to other things. 


"The same thing held true today. We 


had that bad series right after the half 
and things just deteriorated from there. 


"This is one of the few times," said 


the articulate ex-Charger, "that you're 
really at a loss for words." 


Defensive Captain Jim Carter, 


meanwhile, had "adjourned to the 
coaches' inner sanctum for a lengthy 
heart-to-heart conference with Coach 
Dan Devine. 


Carter, emerging some time later, 


confided. "I went to see the coach to 
find out if there is anything I could, or 
should be doing to help get the defense 
back on the track. 


"I was this way when I was team 


captain at Minnesota and I feel the 
same way here," he continued. "I'm not 
the best ball player on the team —just 
the defensive captain — Gillie (Gale 
Gillingham) is THE captain. And I'm 
not the best football player, just as I 
wasn't at Minnesota. Gillie is. 


Can't criticize 


"So it's not easy for me to give what 


you would call constructive criticism to 
the other guys on defense. The reason I 
don't do it is that, while I'm playing 
hard —I feel I'm playing hard —I'm not 
playing better than everybody else. So I 
don't feel I should be criticizing 
everybody else. 


"As I said the other day, I was 


brought up to believe that everybody 
has responsibility, at least for himself. 
Praying to people, or asking the other 
people what can be done is not the 
answer, I don't believe. 


"We have to do it from our own guts," 


Carter declared. 


"I've had a couple of good games and 


I've had some games I haven't been too 
happy with. Like today, the Bears did 
some things to me that hurt us. And 
again, it was a series of breakdowns, 
with one occurring at a different point 
almost every play. 


"As Coach Hanner says, it's easy 


when you're winning. But now that the 
wolves are out and really on us, it's 
tough to play well. 


"It may sound cornball, and I don't 


know who said it, but I really believe in 
the saying we have on the bulletin board 
in here right now. It says, 'Our greatest 
glory is not in never falling, but in 
rising every time we fall.' I believe that. 


"I don't have the answer, and neither 


does Coach Devine. He's frustrated. 


"God," Carter said with fervor, "it's 


frustrating." 


can win football games." 


The fact that the Bears, who had 


been no great shakes themselves while 
struggling to a 2-5 record during the 
first half of their season, were the 
beneficiaries of the Packers' latest 
fadeout only served to deepen the 
prevailing gloom. 


It was compounded by the knowledge 


that with the equivalent of a 3-5 record 
(it is actually 2-4-2), even the chance of 
a "wild card" playoff berth has been 
all but eliminated at this early date. 


Boos and catcalls from some "fans," 


rarely if ever heard in Lambeau Field, 
further contributed to the atmostphere 
of frustration and chagrin. 


Under these destructive circums- 
tances, could the Packers get ready for 
next Sunday's visit by the Cardinals? 
Devine was asked. 


"We'll get ready," he said. "We're 


always able to get ready. But we've got 
to get better." 


"I felt that we were ready to play and 


turn things around today. In fact, I felt 
that was at halftime. 
. "I will say this-since I've been in 
Green Bay, our players never have 
really respected Bobby Douglass. And 
he just dominated the game today. Until 
we really do respect him, we're not go- 
ing to be successful against them in our 
second game." 


There can be little question that the 


Bears' wandering quarterback stands 
somewhat higher in the Packers' 
collective esteem following his show of 
virtuosity, which saw the bulking Kan- 
san amass 100 yards rushing in 19 at- 
tempts and score all four Bear touch- 
downs. 


Gibron attributed Bobby's startling 


performance to a change of scenery. 
"Douglas had a great game," he said. 
"For my part, just getting him away 
from Chicago (where Douglass has been 
under fire from the fans) is what 
helped." 


Both Douglass and his running mates, 


Carl Garrett and Jim Harrison, had 
repeatedly run the Packers' left flank, 
as had the Lions a week earlier, a highly 
vulnerable area since the injury loss of 
left cornerback Willie Buchanon. The 
success of this strategy was a major 
factor as the Bears rushed for an im- 
posing 230 yards. 


"There are two rookies there," 


Devine admitted, "but I can't fault Tom 
MacLeod and Perry Smith. You have 
other help there, which also figures in 
the situation. Until I look at the film, I'd 
be hesitant to put all of the respon- 
sibility on those two players." 


The Packers, 
meanwhile, had 


emerged with less than 100 net yards for 
the third consecutive week, including a 
minus-12 yards passing overall and an 
incredibly meager seven net yards for 
their total second half efforts. 


Devine was at a loss to explain this 


disastrous turnabout, which followed a 
respectable 91-yard production in the 
first 30 minutes, as well as the accom- 
panying defensive collapse. 


"We kicked off to start the third 


quarter and they moved 80 yards to a 
touchdown," he noted. "Then the Bears 
kick off to us and we fumble, then wind 
up starting out on our own 9-yard-line. 


"It's a crucial position," he said, 


"but it's also a lousy place to start, 
especially for a team like ours, which 
has to grind it put. 


"At that point, you're in hopes of 


dominating the game. I'm sure our 
players felt that way. 


"But penalties were very crucial. We 


had four in all that cancelled good gains 
for us, including two which cost us first 
downs in the second half." 


As it turned out, the Packers 


managed only one first down in those 
last 
two 
periods 
and 
it 
was 


meaningless, coming when only four 
minutes remained in the game and 
their fate had been sealed. 


It had been in painful and unexpected 


contrast to the first half, when quarter- 
back Scott Hunter had hit MacArthur 
Lane with a 5-yard scoring pass to

Fred Cox field goals, short-yardage 
touchdowns by Oscar Reed and Stu 
Voigt and awesome defensive play 
powered the unbeaten Minnesota 
Vikings to a 26-3 National Football 
League victory over the Cleveland 
Browns Sunday. 


Cox booted field goals of 16, 23 and

The pot-bellied Viking kicker, who 


has scored in a record 148 consecutive 
NFL games, added a 41-yard field goal 
with 1:31 remaining in the fourth 
quarter. 


Reed punched across from two yards 


out in the third quarter, seven plays 
after Cleveland punter Don Cockroft 


tried to run out of punt formation on 
fourth down and was thrown for a 
four-yard loss at the Browns' 37. 


Fran Tarkenton, releasing the ball 


while being tackled, fired a seven-yard 
touchdown pass to Voigt in the final 
quarter. 


The Browns, with several players 


slowed by an outbreak of the flu, took 
a 3-0 lead with the game just over a 
minute old after Minnesota's Brent 
McClanahan fumbled the opening 
kickoff and Van Green recovered on 
the Viking 19. 


Cockroft booted a 27-yard field goal 


after the Browns were pushed back by 
a holding penalty shortly after the start 
of a very frustrating afternoon for 
Cleveland and its quarterback, Mike 
Phipps, in the 30-degree weather. 


Wally Hilgenberg and Jeff Siemon 


intercepted Phipps passes, the first 
setting up the initial Cox field goal and 
the second, in the fourth quarter, 
snuffing out Cleveland's only other 
potential scoring opportunity.

capitalize on an 84-yard kickoff return 
by Ken Ellis and pull the Packers 
abreast of the Bears at 7-7. 


Life looked even brighter as Hunter 


sneaked one-yard for a go-ahead TD to 
climax a 78-yard, 11-play push which 
included a 32-yard interference on the 
Bears' Gary Lyle for tripping Lane at 
the Chicago 30.

suit settled 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) -A $10,000 


settlement has been reached in a $5 
million suit filed by the estate of late 
heavyweight boxing champion Rocky 
Marciano against the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 


Attorneys for the estate filed the 


settlement in U.S. District Court in Des 
Moines Friday. 


Marciano estate administrator Mar- 


tin Dunn, a Des Moines attorney, said 
the settlement was accepted because 
it was a "tough liability case and had 
to be compromised for a small amount 
of money." 


The suit was filed in February 1972 


and contended "errors and omissions" 
by FAA employes caused the Aug. 31, 
1969, 
plane crash near Newton, Iowa, 


that killed Marciano and two other 
persons. 


The three were flying from Chicago 


to Des Moines to celebrate the ex- 
fighter's 46th birthday the next day. 


The suit said FAA employes cleared 


the single-engine Cessna 172 airplane 
for flight despite hazardous weather 
conditions. 


The National Transporation Safety 


Board investigated the crash and said 
the pilot was too inexperienced to fly 
under adverse conditions and was not 
qualified to fly by instruments. The 
board said weather contributed to the 
crash. 


In making the settlement for the 


FAA, 
Justice Department attorney 


John R. Harrison did not admit any 
fault or liability on the part of the 
government agency. 


He said the flight was undertaken by 


Marciano with full knowledge of the 
risks of air travel.

Douglass earns respect

REHOBOTH, South-West Africa (AP) 


—A race of people whose ancestry is a 
mixture of black, white and mixed blood 
is practicing its own kind of apartheid in 
South-West Africa. And it plans to keep 
it that way. 


The people, who live on 5,000 miles of 


arid hill country south of the territorial 
capital of Windhoek, call themselves 
Basters —an Afrikaan term meaning 
bastards —and pride themselves in 
maintaining their own identity. 


"We are not superior, just different," 


they are fond of saying. 


Their number has been estimated to 


be around 16,000 and over the years they 
have developed their own governing* 
council — the Basterraad — and have 
adopted Afrikaan, or South African 
Dutch, as their principal language. 


The Basters are descendants of Dutch 


farmers who came to the bush country in 
the 19th century to escape the British, 
Hottentot, Dutch sailors, Malay slaves 
and indigenous black Africans. 


Today their number includes people 


with pigmentation ranging from black to 
white. 


Although different in physical ap- 


pearance, the people have developed a 
tightly knit political and social system 
which separates them from the more 
than two million other nonwhites in 
South Africa and South-West Africa. 


At the same time the society is 


dominated with a sense of aloofness 
from other nonwhite people of the 
regions. The magistrate court in 
Rehoboth for example, has separate en- 
trances for Basters, whites and black 
Africans. 


The Basters trace their origin to the 


Clanwilliam area of South Africa, about 
150 miles north of Cape Town. In the 
1830s the Dutch-speaking farmers began 
their trek inland and 30 years later some 
70 mixed blood families in turn decided 
to start another trek and became the1 
forefathers of the Baster society. 


For the next nine years they wandered 


between theNamib and Kalahari deserts 
until in 1869 they arrived at Rehoboth. 
There, for five wagons and 100 horses, 
they bought the land which for more than 
a century has been their home. 


Over the years the Basters have 


become southern Africa's most volatile 
political group, siding with black 
against brown, with both of them against 
white and occasionally with whites 
against all comers in protection of their 
land and their identity. 


After Germany colonized South-West 


Africa in the 1880's the Basters protested 
directly to Kaiser Wilhelm about the 
imposition of taxes. In 1920 when the 
League of Nations mandated the territ- 
ory to South Africa they protested 
directly to the world body that the 
mandate ignored their patriarchal laws. 
They petitioned the king of England 
while South Africa was still part of the 
British Commonwealth. 


In 1924 they declared themselves 


independant of South African rule, but 
the brief revolt was put down within days 
without a shot being fired. 


Mandated by the League of Nations to 


govern South-West Africa as a territory, 
the South African government recently 
has moved to give the territory 
piecemeal independence. 


The plan calls for establishment of a 


sovereign state for each of the nine 
ethnic groups, one of which would be the 
Rehoboth Gebeid — inhabited by the 
Basters. 


But the Basters are not happy. 
"Accepting that would mean accept- 


ing the South African idea of apartheid," 
a Baster leader said. 


But South African government of- 


ficials are not overly disturbed at the 
Easter's discontent. 


They point to Baster behavior 10 years 


ago when South Africa launched its 
Bantustan policy at home, a forerunner 
of the ethnic state idea. 


When the Basters heard that the first 


black homeland in South Africa, the 
Transkei, had been given its own cons- 
titution the Basters demanded theirs. 


The South African government told 


them to draw up proposals and assigned 
them a legal draftsman. Their proposals 
included recognition of the Basterkerk 
as the only church in Rehoboth and the 
right of every burger to carry a gun. 


The administration told them the first 


idea was impractical and the second 
impossible and the Basters and the ad- 
ministration haven't been on speaking 
terms since.

The itching that bothers elderly folks 


usually is not an allergic condition. Note 
that I say "usually not." They may 
develop an allergy late in life, but the 


more likely explanation is that, as 
glandular action slows down, skin 
becomes itchy mostly because the skin 
becomes too dry. 


In general, not washing away the 


scarce skin oils by too much bathing 
and the use of bath oils to help keep the 
skin flexible are the best answers. I 
don't mean so little washing as to 
compromise cleanliness —but too much 
soap and water can add to troubles. 


Now as to your experience with the 


laundry detergent — I certainly don't 
think this applies to people generally. 
All the same, I have run across enough 
examples that parallel your experience 
to convince me that some people are 
sensitive to particular detergents, 
fabric softeners or other laundry 
materials. 


Some have found that an extra rinsing 


cycle solves the problem. Others have to 
stop using some specific product and 
change to another one. 


The tipoff in such cases of allergic 


reaction is that the trouble starts after a 
change in the daily routine. Indeed, 
when allergic reactions start, that 


should be the first question to ask: 
"What have I started using, eating or 
touchtaf that is different?" 


That question will lead to a good 


many answers when an allergy is the 
problem.

Nixon focuses attention on 
crisis of his leadership 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) - 


President Nixon neared the end today 
of a busy weekend of decision-making 
that focused on Watergate and his 
precarious personal position, pending 
energy conservation proposals, and the 
search for a Middle East peace. 


While spokesmen said repeatedly 


that Nixon "has absolutely no intention 
of resigning," one source acknowl- 
edged that the small official party 
here concentrated much of its weekend 
thinking on the leadership crisis that 
has prompted a rash of public 
suggestions that the President step 
down. 


Of immediate concern was the 


problem of countering public skep- 
ticism about White House claims that 
no recordings were made of key Nixon 
conversations last year for which tapes 
had been subpoenaed. 


As demands that Nixon resign came 


from publications, and politicians, 
including Republican Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke of Massachusetts, a presi- 
dential spokesman said Nixon did 
not intent to quit. Brooke, speaking on 
ABC television's "Issues and Answers" 
program, was the first Republican 
senator to openly call for Nixon's 
resignation. 


He said he "reluctantly came to the 


conclusion" that Nixon must resign 
because there was "no question 
President Nixon has lost his effec- 
tiveness as a leader of this country, 
mainly because he has lost the con- 
fidence of the people of this country. 


"And I think therefore in the 


interests of this nation that he loves, 
that he should step down, should tender 
his resignation," Brooke said. 


Meanwhile, in its first editorial in its 


50-year history, Time magazine said in 
this week's issue that Nixon has 
"irredeemably lost ... his ability to 
govern effectively" and should resign. 


Across the nation, some newspapers 


editorialized for his resignation, while 
others continued to support Nixon. 
Among those calling for him to step 
down were The New York Times, and 
the Detroit News, Denver Post and 
Atlanta Journal, three newspapers that 
had supported Nixon in the past. 


With hearings on the phantom tapes 


due to resume Tuesday in Washington 
before U.S. District Court Judge John 
J. Sirica, Nixon's two principal legal 
advisers flew here late Saturday to 
discuss the situation. They were 
counsel Leonard Garment and special 
counsel J. Fred Buzhardt.

Kissinger on way to round of 
conferences in Arab capitals

Diplomatic maneuvering in the wake 


of the Arab-Israeli war shifted from 
Washington to the Middle East today 
as Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer flew off for a round of talks in 
Arab capitals.

Rabat, Morocco, follows warnings from 
Israel, Egypt and Syria that new 
fighting could break out unless negot- 
iations break the impasse over Arab 
demands for an Israeli pullback and 
Israeli demands for a prisoner 
exchange. 


Israeli Premier Golda Meir and 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy left Washington Sunday after 
meetings there with Kissinger and 
President Nixon aimed at resolving the 
stalemate and preventing any break* 
down of the fragile Middle East 
cease-fire. 


Following up on those talks, Kis- 


singer after Morocco is visiting 
Tunisian, Egyptian, Jordanian and 
Saudi Arabian leaders before heading 
on to Iran, Pakistan and China. 


An Egyptian official anticipating his 


visit to Cairo said today Arab oil 
nations will continue using their riches 
as a political weapon "until the United 
States adopts not a pro-Arab policy, but 
an even-handed one."

WASHINGTON (AP) —The Supreme 


Court today refused to hear a plea from 
advocates of women's rights who want 
"men only" policies outlawed in public 
accommodations such as restaurants, 
grills and the like. 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


urged the high court to overturn a 
decision by the U.S. Circuit Court in 
New Orleans. 


A panel of the circuit court ruled that 


a liquor license held by a men-only 
hotel grill was not sufficient state 
involvement 
to invoke the 14th 


Amendment's prohibition of state ac- 
tion to deny equal protection of the 
laws to its citizens. 


In other action today, the court: 
-Agreed to decide whether states can 


limit the deduction welfare recipients 
take for work-related expenses in 
computing welfare benefits to a stan- 
dardized sum. 


-Refused 
to interfere with the 


court-ordered desegregation of public 
schools in Prince Georges County, Md. 


-Ruled that simply voicing a 


nonprovocative objection to a ques- 
tionable arrest is not a crime. The 
ruling came as the court reversed the 
conviction of a Cincinnati man charged 
with disorderly conduct after being 
stopped by police on Christmas night, 
1971. 


-Reversed a lower court ruling 


freeing two convicts imprisoned under 
a / Florida sodomy law which the 
Florida Supreme Court had ruled 
unconstitutional. 


-Agreed to review a lower court 


decision permitting tax deductions for 
depreciation of equipment used by 
companies in doing their own con- 
struction work. 


The justices let the oublic ac- 


commodations decision stand over the 
objections of Justice 
William O. 


Douglas. 


The suit began when Ms. Debra 


Millenson, a title she prefers, at- 
tempted in 1972 to be served at the 
Men's Grill of the Monteleone Hotel in 
New Orleans. 


Ms. Millenson, now an attorney with 


the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission, and her party were 
denied service. 


"Summary exclusion of women, 


never of men, from places of public 
accommodation has been an accepted 
practice in restaurant and bar es- 
tablishments across the country," the 
ACLU brief argued. 


Opponents of the practice argue that 


such policies, given the status of the 
business meal, work to bar women 
from

opportunities and 


professional interchanges. 


The circuit judges based their 


decision on a ruling last term by the 
Supreme Court that found no bar to a 
policy of racial discrimination in a 
private club that had a state liquor 
license. 


The ACLU urged the Supreme Court 


to consider the case in order to fix the 
distinction between private and public 
accommodations.

trols, leaving a net appeal of $61,764. 


—The exemption of $61,764 granted by 


the commission leaves an excess of 
$14,922 from the gross amount which 
totaled $76,686. 


Ames said, "As a result of the 


exemptions granted, only the $14,922 


will have to be cut from the 1973-74 
expenditure budget of the Little Wolf 
Public Schools. No adjustment will be 
made in the receipt budget for two 
reasons: The deadline for certification 
of the tax levy has passed, and an- 
ticipated increases in costs and rates 
will negate any surplus caused by the 
deletion of $14,922 of expenditures." 


The cost controls placed upon the

County delays acting 
on city's request for 
landfill site rezoning

One week from tonight, Outagamie 


County residents will have an oppor- 
tunity to voice their opimions on the 
proposed 1974 county budget. 


Few people are expected to show up 


to register 
either 
approval 
or 


disapproval of the spending proposals, 
partly because there will be a tax 
reduction this year and partly because 
a 
budget can be confusing 
and 


complicated. 


Outagamie County's 1974 proposed 


budget, for example, is some 300 pages 
long and covers about 170. individual 
spending categories. However, those 
170 items are grouped under 15 
broader classifications. They are: 


General government, protection of 


persons and property, health, highway 
•and other transportation, education, 
recreation, charities and corrections, 
categorical aids, veterans relief, men- 
tally ill, penal, sundry, debt service, 
conservation and development, and 
unclassified. 


Those 15 groups of expenditure ca- 


tegories at the moment total $14.3 
million. To offset those costs, the 
county expects revenues of $9 million. 
This revenue is made up of fees 
collected by the various departments, 
state shared taxes and state and 
federal aids applied directly to certain 
costs. This leaves $5.3 million to be 
directly paid by property owners in 
Outagamie County. 


This works out to $4.40 for each 


$1,000 of equalized valuation in the 
county. When you get your tax bill 
from your city or town, that $4.40 will 
have been translated into the local 
' government's assessment ratio. For 


instance, if the local assessment ratio 
is 50 per cent, the county rate would 


translate into $8.80 on your local tax 
bill. 


One of the more confusing clas- 


sifications of spending is highway and 
other transportation!. Eight of the nine 
budgets within that classification 
relate to the highway department. The 
ninth is for the airport. 


The budget summary for that clas- 


sification will show total proposed ex- 
penditures of $1,050,721, with $941,880 
of that for highways. 


However, that total for the highway 


portion is only that amount to be 
raised by local taxes. Not shown is the 
total to be spent by the department 
which is offset by revenues. 


The total amount expected to be 


spent is $2.66 million. This is about 
$100,000 less than for this year. 


The breakdown is $89,430 for adminis- 


tration, up $7,400; county highway con- 
struction, $420,000, down $2,000; county 
highway paving, $263,350, up $74,000; 
winter maintenance, $206,900, down 
$59,000; county trunk maintenance,

villages was $633,072, a drop of 
$193,000. The decreases in both 
categories reflect poor weather condi- 
tions this past spring that held up 
much of the road work.

is when we wrap up the love and the 
concern that we have in our hearts in 
personality, because the offenders who 
appear before our courts are people, 
and people change people," he said. 


To demonstrate how this can happen, 


he referred to a 6,000 mile canoe trip 
taken last summer by a friend of his 


with a group of six boys plus a pho- 
tographer. 


Three of the boys had a history of 


troubles with the law, while the other 
three had commendable backgrounds. 
The friend admitted that during the 
first two months of the six month jour- 
ney from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
Ocean, he had more than his share of 
troubles just trying to get the boys to 
co-exist.

of experience sharing, the entire

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One of the strongest tools in the Wisconsin Constitution is 


the power of a governor to use an item veto —to strike out a 
part of a legislative act. If the federal Constitution had such 
a provision, the nation would be a lot better off as, for 
example, avoiding the current hassle over fund impound- 
ment. 


But Gov. Patrick Lucey introduced something new when 


he signed —with item vetoes —the state budget bill. Lucey 
struck out the number 2 from an authorization for a $25 
million highway bonding program, which the governor said 
left a $5 million authorization. 


Atty. Gen. Robert Warren now has furnished an opinion to 


a State Senate committee which says this is not the result. 
The Warren opinion is that a governor can only veto all of 
one item, meaning that the entire $25 million has been 
vetoed. 


Lucey's reaction to that was to ask the legislature to 


regard the entire $25 million as having been vetoed, but not 
because he agreed Warren was right. The governor main- 
tained his one-figure veto was proper but he said the Warren 
opinion would leave a legal cloud over selling the $5 million 
in bonds. 


This leaves the legislature on a spot. It can try to over-ride 


the $20 million veto and, thus in effect, recognize the 
expanded use of the item veto. Or it can regard the entire 
$25 million as being vetoed and try to over-ride that, a legal 
point which doubtless would be rejected by the governor's 
office. 


The Warren opinion makes sense to us. But perhaps the 


constitutional argument can be set aside for another time. 


What Lucey was really asking for was a new hard look at 


transportation funding, with a balance between required 
highway bonding and money to rebuild urban mass transit. 
Resolving that first is more important than the interesting 
constitutional dispute over how far a governor can go in 
using the item veto. 


Camping by reservation 


Campers probably are getting used to a criticism that 


they aren't exactly answering the call of the wilds. And they 
can prepare for another jab. A plan is in the works to allow 
reservations with the state for camp sites. 


The plan has been approved in the Assembly, and the 


Senate will get around to it when it goes back to work in 
January. There would be sites in state parks set aside for 
reservations at a fee. And the plan would get at the 
complaint of Wisconsin taxpayers not being able to find a 
site because parks were filled by out-of-staters. 


Wisconsin residents could reserve a site two months in 


advance. While there would be no fee differential, non-Wis- 
consin residents would be able to reserve a site only one 
month in advance. 


Thus, there is hope for a different start to a lot of family 


vacations. That is, no longer having to arrive in the early 
morning to wait in line at the gate perhaps only to wind up 
in an open field or to get no space at all. 


Snide remarks of noncampers to the contrary that 


campers might just as well stay in a motel, it's a good plan. 


Land fax favoritism 


When the pioneers of 1848, many of them bright young 


immigrants from New England and New York where they 
had absorbed the principles of the early American 
democracy, enacted the original Wisconsin constitution they 
wrote a simple article on taxation. 


"The rule of taxation shall be uniform, and taxes shall be 


levied upon such properties as the legislature shall 
prescribe," they wrote in the document of basic law that 
was ratified by the handful of pioneers on the territorial 
frontier. No more extensive rule was required then. 
Property was the nearly universal measure of wealth. Only 
much later were amendments proposed and considered. The 
income tax idea, based on progressivity rather than unifor- 
mity, came in an amendment to the original law in 1908, as 
an example. 


But the uniformity rule provides some problems today 


that could not have been perceived by the settlers of the 
emerging state. One of them is now being considered by the 
Wisconsin legislature in its expected approval of a proposed 
amendment to the state constitution's uniformity rule that 
would permit farmland and undeveloped land, subject to 
definitions that may be written later, need not be uniform 
with each other or with other forms of property. 


The legislative proposal is a reaction to the indignation 


and alarm of land-owners, notably farm proprietors on the 
edge of incorporated cities and villages, about the inflation 
in the values of their lands recorded for taxation purposes. 


The issue is real. Among hundreds of farmers whose 


incomes are subject to the fluctuations of the farm produce 
marketplace have found their land taxes rising precipitately 
because assessors are obliged to reflect current values as 
shown by the sale of other and similar properties —as for 
residential sub-divisions, commercial establishments, 
highways, industries, and scores of other non-farm uses. 
The farmers' resentful reaction fueled the legislative drive 
for revision of the constitution, although there were other 
considerations. Speaker Norman Anderson, of the state 
assembly, was a leader in pushing the amendment because 
he is concerned about the planless exploitation of land near 
adjoining cities and desires a legal foundation upon which to 
plan "green-belts," so-called, as scenic conservancy areas. 


Under the rules prevailing, the legislative resolution will 


be submitted to a ratification referendum next spring. 
There is little on the record to suggest the likely reaction of 
the general public. Farmers constitute a declining 
minority. Other real property taxpayers are discontented 
about their burdens, and may not respond as farmers hope 
to the tax cost deterrents of their rural proprietor neigh- 
bors. The electoral outcome must be regarded as specula- 
tive. 


The people of Wisconsin must also be aware that in the 


event of popular approval of the plan, the legislature will be 
required to devise the administrative mechanics. As some 
otherwise sympathetic legislators warned, there are 
numerous and visible perils. Can land price speculation be 
prevented under such a preferential classification for rural 
and undeveloped land? Can an effective mechanism be 
devised to recapture taxes in the event that such land in 
preferential tax status is later nevertheless removed from 
agriculture and used for other purposes? The legislature 
has lespuihied to a political situation. It remains to be seen 
wliether there can be contrived a workable and prudent 
solution, or that other real property taxpayers will endorse 
K 
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Promises of tax relief may boomerang 


MADISON -Any reasonably attentive student 


of tax affairs in a time when taxes are among 
the major worries of most heads of families 
must wonder whether the politicians who speak 
so glibly about "tax relief are not committing 
a blunder that they will one day regret. 


In Wisconsin politics lately there has been no 


more familiar political theme than "property 
tax relief." It has been the major thrust of the 
state administration. It dominated the pro- 
tracted budget deliberations. Every politician 
on the Capitol scene has a memorized speech 
that relates to it. 


Yet the issue may also be a boomerang and 


one day those who speak so glibly about it will 
regret that they did. The fact is that "relief" in 
the sense of downward adjustment of typical 
levies is not substantial, and in the experience 
of many householders, it has not yet arrived. A 
better phrase would be "tax reform," in the 
sense that a revision of the state-local tax 
foundation as a whole has prevented a higher 
increase in the aggregate of levies on property 
rather than tangible reductions for the typical 
taxpayer. 


Madison is Illustration 


( 


The city of Madison illustrates. It has a 
•datively expensive government in the nature 


of its physical characteristics, its population 
characteristics, and the standards of service to 
which its inhabitants have become accustomed. 


The idea of "tax relief' will have a hollow 


ring indeed to those Madison residents who 
have recently received the announcement of 
revaluations that have equalled or exceeded all 
of the gains through state shared tax and state 
aid reshuffling, and exceeding 10 per cent in 
some cases. It is not easy to convince the head of 
a working household that the home in which it 
lives is worth more because of price inflation 
and that therefore it must be valued higher for 
taxation purposes. And surely that householder 
will turn a beady eye on the politician who tells 
him he has brought him "tax relief." 


But apparently a realistic discussion of what 


has happened in Wisconsin lately, important as 
it has been, is more difficult. In sum, the realty 
property taxpayer has hid some benefits but of 
an oblique and negative nature. Without the 
substantial and daring — in perspective - 
revision of state tax policy during the last 
decade, from the enactment of the sales tax 
through the state tax redistribution of two years 
ago — property taxes would be 20 per cent 
higher on the whole than they are now. 


The story is told in the relation of the property 


tax as a proportion of the total state-local taxing 
experience. A decade ago property taxes 
represented about half of all state and local tax 
revenues. Now they account for only about 3* 
per cent of aggregate local state-local tax 
collections. 


The state is gradually moving away from the 


property tax base as a measure of the ability to 
pay taxes, partly by design, partly through 
fortuitous circumstance. Without price inflation 
and all that it implies in difficulties for average 
persons, the sales tax and the income tax would 
not have boomed so richly to permit a lesser 
reliance upon the property base as target for 
public service levies. Federal revenue sharing 
helped, although to the extent that the federal 
payments represented more federal debt they 
represent dubious assurance for the future. 


Meanwhile, in Wisconsin and elsewhere, the 


taxpayer as consumer of government benefits 
and services has become more demanding than 
ever before. There is nothing to suggest that 
additional tax "reform" will be easily attaina- 
ble. Indeed, if the inflation-bred prosperity in 
the state treasury should be halted, such gains 
as have been made in property tax adjustment 
would quickly be erased.

Public should be 
ashamed of jails 


Would you believe that you could take 


a long sentence in prison better than a 
short stay in jail? Most Americans 
wouldn't-indeed, most don't even know 
the difference between the two, though 
there are 4,000 jails in this country, 
most of them unspeakable. 


One man who does know is Dr. Karl 


Menninger, who has looked into the 
problem deeply, especially in his book 
of a few years ago, "The Crime of 
Punishment." Now, in his new book, 
"Whatever Became of Sin?" (which I 
will comment on in a future column), he 
repeats his indictment in a few terse 
paragraphs I cannot refrain from quot- 
ing in full: 


"The public refuses to abandon its 


pleasant fantasy that jails are just little 
local lockups where miscreants and 
suspects may spend a night or even a 
week and be the more wary of sin and 
police thereafter. People refuse to 
believe that jails are almost without 
exception 
horrible, 
destructive, 


ruinous, hideous atrocities of which 
every citizen should be ashamed. 


"I say the public refuses to believe it 


in spite of thousands of reports, because 
if they did, jails would be outlawed 
tomorrow by public demand. If every 
minister would visit the local jail twice 
a year, and urged his congregation to do 
so, there would be a similar revolution. 


"The average citizen goes along in his 


thinking with those ignorant, lazy, or 
cruel judges who say, 'A few weeks or 
months in our little jail may do you 
some good.

your wicked ways, you will be given the 
severe treatment of the state peniten- 
tiary!" 


"Actually the worst penitentiary is 


less harmful to most young offenders 
than the best of jails! Jails ruin young 
men. Can't the public grasp this indis- 
putable fact? How can a decent prison 
attempting a rehabilitation program do 
anything for a boy who comes to it from 
a jail where he has been raped, bat- 
tered, vomited and urinated upon, 
mauled and corrupted by some of the 
old-timers in the bullpen? 


"Even without the abuse and harass- 


ment of other inmates, the horrible 
confinement in hot, stuffy, crowded, 
dark, vermin-infested iron cages is a 
terrible experience-literally a form of 
torture. When one considers that this is 
all illegal, since the law does not 
stipulate these iniquitous concomitants 
of detention in any sentence, our sin- 
fulness in permitting the situation to 
continue in our society, and at our 
expense, seems very evident and very 
great."

Arabs may wage 
next war with cash 


The next Arab-Israeli War (and there 


is bound to be another) may not be 
fought in Sinai or along the tank-strewn 
Golan Heights. If upcoming Arab 
generals are cast in the mold of finan- 
cier Adnan Mohammed Khashoggi, fu- 
ture campaigns may be fought in the 
airconditioned investment offices and 
stock exchanges of Beirut, Switzerland 
and New York. The weapons would not 
be ground-to-air missiles but the Arabs' 
multi-billion dollar abundance of pe- 
trodollars; the targets would not be 
Cairo or Tel Aviv but key corporate 
segments of the U.S. economy — and 
conceivably U.S. political influence. 


The outcome of such a fight could 


have enormous impact on the Middle 
East. By now, Arab strategists have 
probably calculated and analyzed the 
critical difference between American 
and European reaction to the October 
Middle East war. 


The major differences 


Here in the United States, only 12 per 


cent of our oil comes directly or in- 
directly from the Middle East, and 
financial and cultural ties to Israel 
outweigh those with the Arabs. Official 
sentiment is strongly pro-Israel. Not so 
in Europe, where 80 per cent of the oil 
comes from the Middle East, and where 
Euro-Arab commercial links are mul- 
tiplying. Partly because of these stra- 
tegic dependencies and lucrative con- 
nections, nations like Britain, France, 
Italy and Germany refused to go along 
with U.S. support of Israel. 


Thus, the next Arab offensive could be 


financial: 
Deployment 
of 
fast-ac- 


cumulating petrodollar billions to buy 
stock in key U.S. companies and 
increasing leverage and influence in the 
political economy of the United States. 
If it comes, Adnan Khashoggi, unof- 
ficial Saudi-Arabian overseas invest- 
ment manager, may play a major role. 
His Lebanon-based company, Triad 
Holding Co., operates several sub- 
sidiaries out of Los Altos, Calif., and 
Khashoggi himself has already taken 
over two small California banks. 


Blueprint for Investment 


Triad also enjoys close working rela- 


tionships with several major U.S. cor- 
porations, notably Lockheed, Northrop, 
Apco Oil, the Bank of America and 
Merrill Lynch. The last two are as- 
sociated with Khashoggi's principal 
California bank- in a scheme called 
"Petrosat," a blueprint for Arab inter- 
national investment now being con- 
sidered with great interest by Saudi 
Arabia's Supreme Petroleum Council. 


Right now, Triad spokesmen play 


down the potential scope for Arab in- 
vestment in the U.S. but the magnitude 
and corporate impact of the petrodollar 
invasion could turn out to be substan- 
tial. This summer, The Economist of 
London estimated that the monetary 
reserves of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Abu 
Dhabi and Quatar, the four major Arab 
oil states, would reach the $50 to $100 
billion range by 1980. So far, the Arabs 
have been cautious with their U.S. in- 
vestments, 
preferring 
short-term 


government notes and certificates of 
deposit. 


But ongoing explosion of oil revenues 


suggests that the Arabs will soon have 
more money than they can possibly 
spend, and this, plus increasing poli- 
tical sophistication, is bound to lead 
them into longterm U.S. investment. 
Last spring, Henry Ford told Fortune 
magazine: 


"We're going to have to spend billions 


of dollars to import petroleum into this 
country. The Arabs are going to have 
tens of billions, maybe hundreds of 
billions, and there's nothing to prevent 
them from coming to the U.S. and in- 
vesting in the stock market. The Arabs 
may wind up in control of most of the 
big companies of the country. It's a very 


! possibility." 


Adding to this prospect is the eager- 


new of U.S. oil companies to work out 
financial arrangements that link the 
interests of the Arab producers and the 
U.S. oil companies. Slowly but surely, 
U.S. concerns established in the Middle 
East are being forced to pay higher 
prices and operattnf percentages to the 
Arab slates. Under these circwns- 
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ing flow of Arab oil and the fundamen- 
tal security of U.S. overseas oil invest- 
ment. 
The same investments, however, 


would tend to give the Arabs increasing 
economic and political influence within 
the confines of the United States, off- 
setting 
the 
current 
heavy 


preponderance of Israeli influence. And 
right behind the oil companies will 
come the great banks and brokerage 
houses like the Bank of America and 
Merrill Lynch, already working to 
enlarge their petrodollar business. 


Just what investments the Arabs 


might make remains to be seen. So far, 
as indicated, they have been cautious, 
inclined to pure finance rather than 
investments aimed at buying a political 
influence they have been unable to gain 
on the battlefield. But that could 
change. As New York Magazine mused 
in an article on foreign investment-pos- 
sibilities, "If the idea of Japanese ow- 
nership of Time, Inc., strikes an uneasy 
chord in your gut, how would Arab 
ownership grab you . . . ? By 1980 or 
1985, Arab economic and petroleum 
leverage could begin to neutralize 
Israeli influence in the United States as 
it already has in Europe.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The FBI is

whereabouts of the three women who 
made the select "Ten Most Wanted 
Fugitives" list three years ago this 
October. 


The women, all associated with what 


the Federal Bureau of investigation 
calls revolutionary or New Left groups, 
have virtually disappeared, an FBI 
spokesman said. 


"We've 
had 
hundreds, 
maybe 


thousands 
of leads," 
he 
said, 


requesting that his name not be used 
because he is working on the case. 
"But there's been nothing real good on 
them in the last year and a half." 


Since the Top Ten list was first 


started in 1950, the average lapse 
between the time a fugitive is placed 
on the list and when he's caught has 
been 145 days. 


The three are Bernardine Rae Dohrn, 


31, who is sought for unlawful inter- 
stateflight to avoid prosecution for mob 
action and violation of the federal 
anti-riot laws; Susan Edith Saxe and 
{Catherine Ann Power, both 23, who 
were charged with a murder of a 
Boston police officer following a bank 
robbery. 


Miss Dohrn was added to the list 


October 14, 1970. Miss Saxe and Miss 
Power were added three days later. In 
1968, Ruth Eisemann-Schier became 
the first woman on the list after she 
was charged in the Barbara Jean 
Mackle kidnapping case. 


The FBI said part of its problem in 


tracing the women is that they don't 
fall into the usual criminal patterns. 


"They have no previous records, and 


they don't follow the usual criminal 
activity," the spokesman said, "they 
live an entirely different life than the 
criminal as we know him. You have 
to dig into different places, get in- 
formation from entirely different 
sources." 


They also were better educated than 


the typical alleged killers, bank 
robbers and kidnapers who have made 
the list in the past. Miss Dohrn yolds 
a Doctor of Laws degree from the 
University of Chicago. Miss Saxe 
graduated from Brandeis University in 
June 1970, magna cum laude, and was 
a graduate student there at the time 
of the Boston killing. Miss Power was 
a senior at Brandeis. 


But how could they have disappeared 


so completely — without leaving so 
much as a lukewarm trail behind 
them? 


"The big thing is they were active 


in the New Left and the revolutionary 
culture,"

spokesman. 


"There's a lot of suspicions they've 
gone underground, probably being 
protected by people who share their 
views."

proponents of detente are getting plenty 
worried. They claim that "everyone" is 
for detente, but then add elliptically 
that there are many skeptics not yet 
satisfied detente is "possible." 
Translated, that means uetente faces 


growing and important opposition in- 
side the party or the army or both. And 
that in turn means Brezhnev may soon 
face internal political threats which 
would compel him to veer away from 
detente. 


Thus, while congressional actions 


may have only small economic effects, 
they could have decisive and explosive 
political effects here. That explains 
Moscow's unprecedented wooing of 
American public and governmental 
opinion. 


But this courtship, at a time when 


Khrushchevian political reforms are 
being turned off, does not come close to 
meeting American demands for an open 
society agreeable to political dissent. To 
the contrary, the courageous civil 
libertarian and nuclear physicist. 
Andrei Sakharov, is now being cas- 


tigated in high party levels as mentally 
unbalanced. Alexander Solzhenitsyn, 
one of the world's truly great authors, is 
ridiculed by these same officials as "not 
a real writer."

Unless he 
does, detente may lose its glow here as 
Brezhnev fails to obtain the promised 
benefits.

"I have 1,300 mites on my car and it 


has been serviced for leaks, rattles, 
shimmeys. electrical problems, rewir- 
ing the engine twice, and rounding the 
brake drums. Altogether, it has been in 
the garage 10 times in two months . .. 


"Last March, 1 purchased a new sta- 


tion wagon... The rear backs of the front 
seats constantly fall off and cannot be 
permanently repaired...The side win- 
dows (all four of them) fall out if you try 
to open them. The dealer put the win- 
dows back and suggested I take the 
handles off so that nobody will try to 
open them. I think when you pay well 
over $5,000 for an automobile. 


Top consumer complaints 


This is only a sampling of the night- 


mare letters recently received by the 
Consumer Federation of America in 
Washington but they are enough to 
underline the clear and increasingly 
maddening fact that auto repair 
problems have reached first place on 
the 
list 
of big-ticket consumer 


complaints. 


And this is so despite new federal 


laws, despite fervent promises by 
manufacturers, dealers and automotive 
trade associations and despite the ef- 
forts of consumer protectors. 


Our cars are more defect-laden than 


ever before and our auto repair costs 
are soaring. 


According to a new survey of pas- 


senger car crash damage losses by the 
Highway Loss Data Institute, a non 
profit organization formed late last year 
by the Washington-based Insurance In- 
stitute for Highway Safety, the average 
loss payment for each damage claim is 
now $485-and nearly double this sum 
for some of the sportier car makes and 
models. 


A not untypical range of labor 


charges to the car owner for repair 
work is $10 to $15 an hour. 


And, 
infuriatingly, many of the 


repairs done even at those rates are 
either unnecessary or improperly done. 


It's obvious and undeniable: billions 


of the dollars we spend each year on 
auto repairs are simply wasted. 


Auto repair insurance 


So

insurance-designed to help us, the 
consumers, meet these towering costs 
of repairs and replacement. 


At least five auto insurers are offering 


policies of this sort. As an illustration, 
Motors Insurance Corp. (a subsidiary of 
General Motors Acceptance Corp., 
which finances the purchase of cars) is 


now test marketing a plan in Oregon, 
Georgia and Washington.

dealers who are licensed to sell in- 
surance, picks up where today's typical 
12-month-12,000-mile car warranty 
leaves off.

The policy also will 
pay the costs of renting another car 
while your car is being repaired-start- 
ing from the day you buy the car. 


The cost range of the Motors In- 


surance coverage: $704134, depending 
on the list price of the car and the 
deductible you choose. 


Typical deductibles: $25 and $50 for 


each breakdown. There is no deductible 
on the car rental part of the deal. 


It may be that this type of insurance 


will be about the only way we'll be able 
to get any control in the near future over 
the monstrous expense of auto repairs. 


Quality of cars declines 


But auto repair insurance-at these 


prices particularly-ts hardly the long- 
range answer to the continuing decline 
in the quality of cars being manufac- 
tured. 


In fact, its very existence is an ack- 


nowledgement of the dismal failure to 
solve our ever-rising agonies over car 
warranties and repairs. 


The problem is not fraud. California 


last year set up a Bureau of Automotive 
Repair, within its Dept. of Consumer 
Affairs, which is cracking down on 
fraudulent 
auto 
repair 


operations—through registering auto 
dealers and auto service establishments 
and revoking registrations of dealers 
who break the rules. But fraud is 
merely the tip of the iceberg and even 
California's bold new approach doesn't 
touch the iceberg below. 


That iceberg consists of incompetent

Only when all sources involved admit

Dispute brews

home laws 
MADISON, Wis. (AP) - A fight 


appears to be brewing in the state 
have adequately enforced nursing 
home regulations. 


The disagreement stems from a 1971 


law which gives the attorney general 
power to seek injunctions against 
violators of nursing home rules. 


Despite the law, Democratic Lt. Gov. 


Martin Schreiber says, state inspectors 
continue to find a variety of violations 
which were reported to Republican 
Atty. Gen. Robert W. Warren some 
time ago. 


Schreiber has been pushing for a 


get-tough policy on homes found to be 
violating regulations. 


He said in an interview that Warren 


has not been aggressive enough. 


Warren insisted he has pushed for 


compliance by nursing homes. But in 
some cases, there has been insufficient 
evidence, supplied by the Department 
of Health and Social Services, he said. 


It is not the job of his Justice 


Department, he said, to build a case 
of repeated violations. 


"The attorney general's office is not 


the investigative agency for the 
Department of Health and Social 
Services," Warren aide, Daniel Hanley, 
said. 


The welfare department's records 


show at least 20 nursing homes alleged 
to have committed violations before the 
1971 
law are accused of continued 


violations. 


Reports by state inspectors list 


violations 
ranging 
from 
rodent 


excrement 
in food and' incorrect 


labeling of medicine to abuse of 
patients, inadequate fire safety facilit- 
ies and| improper administration of 
medication. 


Interviews with the welfare depart- 


ment officials indicate some of the 
problem! lies in that agency. 


"We have got to straighten a few 


things out," department enforcement 
director Lloyd Riddle said. 


"We have to find out what the at- 


torney general needs to take a case to 
court, and we have to make a few 
changes in our method of inspection," 
he said. 


Riddle said regulations sometimes 


mix minor problems with serious 
deficiencies in reports of inspectors, 
confusing officials as to what kind of 
case they have. 


For instance, he said, failure of a 


nursing home patient to get - a 
medicated shampoo was listed as a 
Type 1 violation, which implies an 
imminent threat to the health of a 
patient. 


Irritating the problem seems to be

Schreiber and some department of- 
ficials on how hard the 1971 law should 
be used to crack down on violators. 


Wisconsin public health officer, 


George Handy, says the threat of state 
action should be used as an educational 
tool, not as an instrument to shut down 
homes.

Schreiber said persistent violators 


ought toi be put out of business. 


"If chronic violators know the only 


sanction against 
them 
is more 


education, then they are simply not 
going to comply," he said. 


"We are trying to improve care 


rather than put nursing homes out of 
business," Handy said. "If you close 
the home, what are you going to do 
with all those people?" 


He likened injunctions for closing 


homes to using "a sledgehammer to 
kill a fly." 


Schreiber said he sent Warren a 


letter recently, asking to meet with 
representatives 
of 
the 
Justice 


Department and the welfare depart- 
ment. 


The lieutenant governor cited "a 


substantial problem with the Justice 
Department prosecution of chronic 
violator»"and "Department of Health 
and Social Services procedures which 
make prosecution difficult." 


Warren said the letter was designed 


more for the news media than for 
requesting a meeting. 


"I am not interested in getting into 


a political fight with the attorney 
general," Schreiber insisted. "I am 
only interested in getting at the 
problem 'of noncompHance." 


Schreiber said he would send to 


Warren records alleging repeated 
violations nursing homes in Chippewa 
FaNs, Wpupaca, Barren, West Allis, 
Milwaukee,

Bill would extend oleo tax for school

MADISON —Any inclination by the 


housewife of Wisconsin to cheer about 
the scheduled elimination of the state 
tax on margarine, a source of con- 
troversy for nearly four decades, may 
be premature. 


As Wisconsin law now stands, the 


remaining 1514 cents a pound state tax 
on the spread will expire at the end of 
the year, as provided in the new state 
budget. 


But a lately presented bill in the 


State Senate proposes to continue it, 
and to reserve its receipts for the 
financing of a University of Wisconsin 
College of Veterinary Science, a recur- 


ring proposal of dairy and other 
agricultural interests in this state over 
the decades. 


Author of the plan is Sen. Everett 


Bidwell of Portage, a ranking member 
of 
the state Senate Republican 


majority as chairman of its standing 
committee on industry, and vice 
chairman of its committee on agricul- 
tural and rural development. 
Bidwell says the need for a full- 


fledged graduate school of veterinary 
science was asserted several years ago 
by the Coordinating Council for Higher 
Education, which was abolished with 
the merger of the two systems of 
state-higher education systems two 


years ago. 


The author also has precedent for his 


proposal. Four years ago the legisla- 
ture in a response to heavy pressure 
from consumer interests eliminated 
the prohibition of the sale of colored 
margarine in Wisconsin, and reduced 
the long-standing levy on uncolored 
margarine from 15 cents. That act was 
intended to mollify dairy interests 
which originally sponsored the anti 
margine bills. The receipts of the 
lowered tax were dedicated to the 
financing of a new dairy science 
building on the University of Wisconsin 
campus.
